AiriT  CRl^i*:K  GORLl  rJRIKS  CCMrAMY 
By  Bob  Craigo 


Cordon  Dodrill,  in  a  recent  (January,  197?)  Gcri^^  Talk,  notecl 
that  tokens  for  the  Paint  Creek  Collieries  Company  exlotc^  for 
commissaries  at  Detroit,  Mucklov/,  ^':orton,  Nuckolls  and  Creenbrior, 
all  in  Kanawha  County,  West  Virginia. 

Bincc  J  had  scrip  pieces  for  three  other  locations,  this  re¬ 
port  vAietted  my  appetite  to  do  a  little  research.  Them  too,  one 
of  the  most  Go.‘riou3  of  the  so-called  "Kiine  Wars"  took  place  during 
the  existence  of  this  Paint  Creek  5-.  Briar  Greek  coal  mining  oper¬ 
ation. 


Before  we  get  to  the  story  of  the  mine  war,  let  us  first  look 
at  the  tokens  I  have  in  my  collection  which  increase  the  known 
stores  of  the  Paint  .Greek  Coll cries  Co.  I  recently  acquired  a 
brass  penny  for  the  Hickory  Camp  store  in  Fayette  County.  I  al¬ 
ready  had  an  aluminum  dollar  and  a  brass  penny  for  the  Kacomah 
store  as  well  as  an  aluminum  five-cent  piece  for  the  Reynolds  store 
at  Olcott  on  Briar  Greek  in  Kanawha  Counts,  t  ^nn*t  know  what 
happened  to  a  brass  pjenny  I  had  for  the  Knickerbocker  store  at 
Dungriff,  also  on  Briar  Creek. 

Those  pieces  of  mine  bring  the  l.otal  on  commissaries  known 
to  nine,  oince  15  stores  are  listed  in  Dodrill*s  book,  somewhere 
out  there  in  sc-riu  land  are  six  more  locations  to  uncover  tokens 
for  the  P.C.C.Co.  stores. 


Included  among  the  unknown  stores  are  locations  such  as  Grose, 
Scranton,  Paint  Creek,  Banner,  Glen  Huddy,  Tomsburg,  Green  Castle 
and  Mahan.  Surely,  a  few  of  these  towns  correspond  to  known  com¬ 
missaries.  Green  Castle,  1  believe,  was  the  town  in  which  the 
Greenbrier  store  was  located. 

To  help  out  in  identifying  towns  and  stores  I'll  list  the 
towme  up  the  creek  from  Pratt,  which  is  located  above  the  point 
whei’C  Paint  Creek  empties  into  the  Kanawha  River,  The  first  lo¬ 
cation  would  be  Paint  Creek  Junction  itself,  Hansford  is  nearby, 
just  below  Pratt. 


The  first  tov/n  up  the  creek  is  Holly  Grove  which  played  an 
important  part  for  the  miners  in  the  mine  war  of  1912-13.  It  was 
here  that  the  workers*  tent  colony  v/as  located.  This  to'wn  was 
about  1  3/8  miles  fimm  the  river.  By  the  way,  these  locations 
were  derived  from  a  1915  map  of  Kanawha  County  issued  by  the  West 
Virginia  Geologic  Purvey. 


Just  a  little  more  than  2  miles  from  the  river  came  Mucklow, 
This  tov/n  was  named  for  the  family  v/hich  originally  owned  the  coal 
company  in  1905.  V/illiam  V/,  Muckiow  v/as  the  President  and  General 
Manager .  Brother  George  was  the  General  Manager  of  the  separate 
Muckiow  supply  Company,  Mucklov/  v/as  a  little  mere  than  3/4  of  a 
mile  above  Pugar  Camp, 


Next,  came  V/acomah,  whicli  was  1  1/R  mile  on  up  the  creek  from 
I':ucklnw  and  about  three  miles  from  V.anav/ha  River,  These  last  tw*) 
ri'entloned  town:'  (Mucklo\\'  &  Jocomah)  w<''re  probably  combined  to  make 
tlie  town  of  Gallogher  in  1917,  v;hen  nev/  own^'Ts  tr*ok  over  the  mining 
operations. 


The  tovm  Ox"*  Standard  waa  about  1  1/8  mile  from  V.'acomah.  Jt 
waa  independent  of  the  Paint  Creek  Goi.lieriea  Co.,  being  run  as 
the  Standard  Splint  Coal  Company.  Above  Standard  were  located 
Cojlins  Branch  and  Buzzard  Branch  of  Paint  Creek, 

l•\lrther  up  the  creek  was  Detroit,  located  just  7  1/4  miles 
from  the  river  and  about  1  4/i3  mile  from  Standard.  Just  nine- 
tenths  of  a  mile  above  Detroit  came  the  mining  camp  of  Morton, 
which  was  probably  named  for  the  family  which  played  a  big  part 
in  the  administration  of  mining  compcinies  on  the  creek. 

Another  mile  up  the  creek  from  Morton  was  the  busy  coal  town 
of  Kuckolls,  which  was  just  a  little  short  of  nine  miles  from  the 
river.  At  Toms  Branch,  one  mile  further  from  Buckoils,  v/as  the 
tovm  of  Tomsburg.  This  camp  ’was  about  ten  miles  from  the  junction 
of  Paint  Creek  and  the  Kanawha  River. 

Green  Castle  was  another  mile  from  Tomsburg  and  was  probably 
the  site  of  the  Greenbrier  store  and  mining  tovm.  Above  this  to'wn 
were  found  Sycamore  Branch  S:  Ton  Mile  Fork  at  Imperial  Junction. 

The  tovvm  of  Burnv/ell  was  just  about  a  mile  above  Green  Castle  and 
was  the  main  office  for  the  Mortons,  as  well  ao  for  Imperial  Col¬ 
liery  Company, 

The  final  Paint  Creek  Collieries  Co,  tovm  (up  the  creek)  was 
Hickory  Carap>,  which  was  about  1  5/5  miles  above  Burnv/ell,  Hickory 
Camp  was  the  lone  comnany  to'/m  in  Fayette  County,  Towns  on  up 
Faint  Greek  (in  order)  v/ere  Mahan,  Milbum,  Westerly,  and  Kingston, 

Now  that  v/e  have  finished  an  explanation  of  the  locations  of 
the  Paint  Creek  Collieries  Co,  mining  to'.ms,  let’s  take  a  look  at 
the  founding  of  the  operations  just  after  the  turn  of  the  twentieth 
century.  The  Mucklov/  family  of  Scranton,  Pennsylvania.,  acquired 
the  leaseholds  for  the  various  original  companies  from  the  Charles 
Pratt  Land  Company  around  1900,  By  1901,  the  fledgling  operations 
had  gotten  things  ready  for  mining  and  created  separate  companies 
for  each  location.  Stores,  houses  and  mining  buildings  and  equip¬ 
ment  had  to  be  constructed  or  placed  into  use  to  get  that  first 
load  of  coal  shipped  to  market.  At  the  Scranton  tipple,  for 
example,  ’’Uncle"  Joe  Milburn  had  the  honor  of  loading  the  first 
railroad  car  of  coal  according  to  Rev,  Shirley  Donnelly  of  the 
Beckley  Fost-Herald  newspaper. 

Faint  Creek,  however  was  a  much  older  mining  area  in  that  it 
traces  its  history  abek  to  1847.  At  this  time,  V/illiam  H.  Bdv/ards, 
a  Lev;  York  attorney,  had  come  to  the  Kanawha  Valley  to  look  after 
the  interests  of  a  deceased  brother.  L'dwards  shortly  acquired  a 
controlling  interest  in  the  extensive  85,600  acre  Wilson  Survey 
which  lay  from  near  Deepwater  to  and  including  most  of  Cabin  Creek. 

In  1850,  he  and  John  Seymour  obtained  a  charter  for  the  Paint 
Creek  Coal  and  Iron  Mining  Co.  He  also  sold  off  two  large  tracts 
of  coal  land  to  Liiglish  interests,  Edvvards  was  a  land  speculator, 
coal  mining  developer  entrepreneur  of  the  first  level.  But,  that's 
another  story.  Suffice  it  to  say  here  that  these  early  coal  mining 
operations  ended  just  before  the  Civil  V/ar,  only  to  be  reawakened 
after  the  cominr  oi’  the  "iron  horse"  in  1875.  The  reason  for  the 
demise  of  the  1850*s  Paint  Creek  operations  closure  were  laid  to 
one  cause — poor  river  transportation  to  Cincinnati,  and  further 
dov/n  the  Ohio  River. 


The  operatinf^  companioG  charterori  by  the  Kucklow*s  In  1901 
and  Rhortly  thcreafler  included  the  Scranton  Splint  Coal  Co, 
(Scranton  mine),  Grose  Colliery  Go,  (Groce  TJo,  1  &  2),  the  Crr*en- 
brior  Goal  Co,,  Wacomah  Coal  Co,,  D»'troit  and  Kanawha  Coal  Co, 
(■Detroit  ft  Ko,  ?  Gas),  Norton  Coal  Co,,  Wuckolls  Coal  ft  Coke  Go,, 
Banner  Coal  Co,  (Banner  &  Coalbur/;^  Nines),  Reynolds  Black  Band 
Coal  Co,  (Reynolds  and  Knickerbocker  Mines)  on  Brier  Creek,  and 
the  Hickory  Gamp  Coal  Go,  in  Fayette  County,  These  mines  operated 
for  5  years  under  these  names. 

In  1907,  the  Kucklows,  with  other  interested  financiers  mostly 
from  the  Ccranton,  Pa,,  area,  consolidated  these  small  operations 
into  the  larger  Paint  Creek  Colliei'ies  Co.  The  death  of  this  com¬ 
pany  in  could  be  laid  in  great  part  to  the  mine  war  of  191.7 

and  1915  v/hich  caur-ed  irreparable  economic  problems  on  the  consol¬ 
idated  company.  Keep  in  mind  hej’e  the  fact  that  tht:  Mucklow  Cupply 
continued  in  operation  ar;  a  separate  company  after  Paint  Creek  Col - 
lie?rieG  Co,  was  chartered.  Because  of  this  fact,  the  stores  oper¬ 
ated  for  a  few  vears  after  the  coal  operations  had  been  sold  to 
another  group. 

V/m,  Mucklow  continued  as  the  general  manager  of  the  now  firm, 
but  outside  control  was  evident  v/ith  the  passing  of  time. 

Then,  in  1917,  war  broke  out  on  the  neighboring  creeks  in 
Kanav/ha  County  and  the  "civil  war"  lasted  from  Au'gust  7,  1912, 
until  things  were  finally  brought  back  into  peaceful  terms  in  May 
of  1913.  Production  of  coal  in  the  Kanawha  field  dropped  dram¬ 
atically  as  other  operations  honored  their  v\T"V/A  brethren.  Hov;ever, 
some  operations  managed  to  continue  coal  production. 

The  leaders  of  the  factions  involved  in  the  "mine  war"  in¬ 
cluded  fier3»^  C,  A,  Cabell,  rresident  of  the  Carbon  Fuel  Company 
on  Cabin  Creek  and  Quinn  Morton,  likev/ise  a  chief  administrator 
or  board  of  directors  for  some  coal  concerns  on  Paint  Creek.  For 
the  coal  miners  the  opposition  leaders  included  a  trio  v;ell-knov/n 
union  organisers.  In  the  d  is  trice  (17)  there  v^ere  Bill  Blizzard 
and  Frank  Keeney,  both  noted  for  their  work  in  unionizing  mines. 

The  other  figure,  an  82-year-old  idol  of  the  miners,  Mary  Harris 
Jones,  or  Mother  Jones  by  her  more  familiar  title. 

For  the  military  side  there  was  Adjutant-General  Charles  ’D, 
Flliott,  commander  of  V/est  Virginia*s  Rational  Guard’s  forces. 

Two  'J,  Va,  governors  wore  involved  in  the  struggle  and  U,  G, 

Senator  William  S.  Borah,  of  Idaho,  was  a  leader  of  a  committee 
v/hich  investigated  the  ‘iabor-management  strife. 


Morton,  who  was  born  Jan.  29,  1898,  v/as  General  Manager  of 
Imperial  Colliery  Go.  and  had  earlier  been  associated  as  Prosident 
of  the  Goal  Valley  Mining  Co,  at  Montgomery,  V/.  Va.  He  was  also 
a  director  of  t'.v.'  V/ood  Coal  Co,,  rf?ytona-Mining  Co,  and  others, 

He  had  also  served  as  President  of  rhe  Kanawha  Coal  Operators  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  very  active  in  coal  affairs  throughout  the  industry. 


CabeT’  probably  wasn’t  the  person  you  would  find  leading  the 
o\mcrship  forces  because  of  his  concern  fm*  the  miner’s  plight  in 
his  many  coal  towns,  ]1ow<*ver,  the  "stoop  shouldered,  wiry,  domi¬ 
neering,  little  man"  had  an  unqin^nchable  hatred  for  the  miners 
union  as  v;ell  as  an  unreas.onabl  e  distrust  for  his  workers  und('r 
their  inenibership  in  said  union,"  according  to  writers  who  covered 
the  struggle. 


Oharley  Cabell  had  provided  many  isupportive  buildings  cuch  as 
Y.T'l.C.A,,  playgrounds,  theatres  and  others  to  make  the  daily  life 
of  the  v/orker  and  his  Canily  just  a  little  hit  better  tlian  in  other 
mining  tovnis. 

Mother  Jones,  in  one  of  her  early  appearances  in  the  Kanawha 
’/alley,  warned  the  then  Governor  V/illiam  E,  Glasscock  to  get  rid 
of  the  ikildwin-Feltz  Detective  Agency  ’’thugs"  to  avoid  a  '’blood¬ 
letting  in  the  hills."  Glas.scock*s  actions  more  or  less  favored 
the  operators  instead  of  the  miners  and  it  was  left  for  incoming 
Governor  (1913)  Henry  Hatfield  to  bring  the  situation  under  control. 

Throughout  the  many  months  of  the  "civil  war"  there  were  con¬ 
tinuing  £;un  battles  between  the  mine  guards  and  the  miners,  v;ho 
v/ere  forced  into  the  hills  on  both  sides  of  Paint  and  Cabin  Creeks 
because  the  companies  wouldn’t  let  them  use  the  roads  on  their 
jiroperty.  Probably  the  most  interesting  battle  was  the  one  knovm 
as  "the  Bull  Mocse  Special." 

In  this  battle  Quinn  Morton  had  gotten  kanav/ha  County  sheriff 
Boner  Hill  and  six  deputies  to  serve  a  v/arrant  on  a  "John  Doe." 

The  "Bull  Moose  Special"  v/as  an  armored  train  to  make  it  as  bullet 
proof  as  possible.  Earlier,  the  C.  &  0.  had  assured  its  workere 
that  the  train  was  to  be  used  only  as  a  mail  carrier  to  get  it 
built.  It  consisted  of  a  locomative,  baggage  car  and  day  coach — 
all  protected  by  heavy  steel  plates. 

On  the  night  of  February  7,  1913,  the  darkened  train  moved  up 
the  creek  into  the  tent  village  of  the  strikers  at  Holly  Grove, 
which  was  strung  out  along  both  sides  of  the  track.  Machine  guns 
began  spitting  fire  and  death  and  the  other  guards  opened  fire  with 
high-pov/ered  rifles  from  the  car  windows  as  the  train  reached  the 
colony,  'While  a  fev/  vstrikers  returned  the  fire  with  rifles, 
screaming  women  and  children  quickly  fled  into  the  hilds. 

The  Sheriff  neither  ordered  the  shooting  or  took  part  in  it. 
The  incident  was  the  exclusive  "party"  of  the  coal  operator  and  his 
.guards.  The  coal  operator  was  heard  to  say  that  "they  had  a  lot  of 
fun.  Lets  hack  up  and  give  them  another  round,"  But,  the  Sheriff 
refused  to  permit  it,  denouncing  the  shooting  as  a  wanton  act  of 
barbaric  cruelty.

Later  in  the  struggle,  the  State  Supreme  Court  ignored  the 
constitution  by  voting  4-1  in  favor  of  military  court  which  sen¬ 
tenced  many  workers  to  prison  termis  in  violation  of  their  rights. 

The  strike  was  begim  to  gain  23  cents  a  ton  miore  for  Cabin 
vCreek  miners,  which  was  already  being  paid  to  Paint  Creek  miners. 
Black-listing,  'union  recognition,  check  weighman  improvement  and  a 
2,000-pound  ton  were  among  other  things  that  the  HMV/A  wanted.  The 
strikers  won  a  partial  victory. 

Mother  Jones  came  to  the  field  v/hen  it  seemed  that  the  company- 
side  was  'Winning  the  battle  and  on  her  fiery  speeches  swung  the  tide 
of  battle.  During  the  strife,  she  v/as  sentenced  to  a  20-yoar  prison

term;  but,  it  was  commuted  by  incoming  Governor  liatfield. 

The  large  losses  suffered  by  the  miners,  operators  and  the 
Gtate  v;as  put  at  $1,000,000,000.  at  least  14,000  miners  in  the 
area  v/orc  involved  in  the  strike.  Fifty-five  mines  on  Cabin  CreoV: 
and  41  on  Paint  Creek  were  closed.  Coal  tonnage  in  the  years  of 
1912  and  1915  wars  shown  at  8‘32,000  tons,  with  most  of  it  being 
mined  before  and  after  the  strike.  This  v/as  at  a  time  when  at 
least  tv/o  million  tons  would  have  been  normally  shipped. 

The  strike  probably  contributed  to  the  demise  of  the  Paint 
Creek  Collieries  Company,  But,  it  was  not  until  1916  that  the 
operations  were  sold  by  a  decree  of  the  Southern  W.  Va,  District 
Court. 

A  legal  advertisement  in  the  Charleston  Daily  Mail  of  January 
19,  191 6,  described  the  properties  being  sold.  Actually,  the  land 
in  question  were  all  leaseholds.  Probably,  the  land  and  mineral 
rights  were  o\^med  by  Charles  Pratt’s  land  company.  Of  interest  to 
collectors  is  the  fact  that  company  stores  were  shown  to  exist  at 
Grose  Colliery  and  at  Rejniolds  Black  Band  Fuel  Co, 

The  1916  report  of  the  Department  of  Mines  showed  two  mines 
of  Black  Band  Ftiel  in  operation,  v/hile  the  I^aint  Creek  Collieries 
Co.  mines  were  idle.  The  Briar  Greek  mines  were  never  a  part  of 
a  Paint  Creek  operation  from  this  time  on.  Probably  they  were 
sold  to  a  different  group  of  financiers. 

The  Paint  Creek  Coal  Mining  Company  of  Paint  Creek  v/as  char¬ 
tered  in  the  State  of  Ohio  on  July  17,  1916.  Tt  had  an  authorized 
capital  of  |;900,000,  with  $50,000  of  $100,  shares  subscriber.  The 
stockholders  shoim  on  the  charter  were  R.  L.  Ireland  (240  shares), 
M.  Andrews  (230  shares)  and  S.  V/.  Folsom,  L,  B,  Diinham  and  R.  F, 
Grant  with  10  shares  each.  All  of  these  men  v/ere  from  Cleveland, 
0.,  with  1300  Leader-News  Building  being  shov/n  as  their  address. 

No  scrip  is  loiown  for  this  company.  They  probably  used  paper  as  a 
medium.  This  company  was  dissolved  on  February  21,  1928.  By  the 
way,  these  operatorvS  changed  the  names  of  all  their  company  tovms.

Quote  from  "W.Va.  Heritage  Encyclopedia"  by  Jim  Comstock:  "Mine  guards  in  the  coal 
fields  of  West  Virginia  and  adjoining  states  were  employed  through  the  Baldwin-Felts  Detective 
Agency,  headed  by  Thomas  L.  Felts,  with  headquarters  in  Bluefield,  W.Va.  In  the  days  of 
railroad  building  and  mine  development,  Felts  supplied  operatives  moinly  to  protect  property, 
to  guard  pay  rolls,  and  to  run  down  robbers.  Later,  he  gave  less  attention  to  crime  and 
-pecialized  in  providing  armed  guards,  strikebreakers,  and  labor  spies  to  industrialists.  In 
1935,  the  legislature  amended  the  law  under  which  the  mine-guard  system  was  permitted  to 
'.derate.  The  Baldwin-Felts  Agency  went  out  of  business  after  the  death  of  Felts  in  1937.
